1804 dollars are 
V- 4 -' N Mint fabrications of the 1830s and 1850s, 
and some are worth nearly a million 
dollars. 1884 and 1885 Trade dollars, along 
with 1913 nickels were nighttime jobs done 
in the Mint, yet they are highly desirable 
and worth large amounts of money also. High 
Relief twenties are by no means rare with a 
mintage of 12,250 coins, but they are 
eagerly sought out by collectors, 
investors, and dealers. Similarly, although 
the 1856 Flying Eagle cents are technically 
patterns, and some are restrikes, they are 
not particularly rare. But they have long 
been considered desirable and have, in the 
past, been hoarded by the hundreds. The 
1856 is the key date along with the 1877 in 
the combined series of Flying Eagle and 
Indian cents. Worth a four-figure price in 
average circulated condition, most 
collectors can never hope to purchase a 
low-grade mint state or proof coin, and few 
will ever have the opportunity to see a 

true gem. This incredible coin is by far 

the finest known of this legendary date. 

The closest coins graded by both PCGS and 
NGC are a combined eight Proof-65s (six by 
PCGS and two by NGC). This piece appears to 
be from the Breen 2-B dies. All the 
diagnostics fit except Breen states that 
the Es on the reverse are closed. On t is 

coin only the E in ONE is closed. We feel 

rather certain that this was an oversight 
by Walter rather than this coin 
representing a new die configuration. 

Rarely seen as a proof from the 2-B dies. 
The surfaces are pristine with a warm 
coppery-reddish glow in the centers with 
blue, rose and orange iridescence in thin 
concentric rings around the edges. A coin 
of unsurpassable beauty as well as being of 
the greatest importance to the specialist.

The 1864 is 
the most plentifully available date of the 
type with a paltry ten coins so graded.

Like the 1885 above, the 
1886 is also under considerable date 
pressure because of the scarcity of 
business strikes. Lightly toned with 
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moderately good depth to the proof mirrors. 

5071 NGC 1893 PR 64. Deeply mirrored fields with 
pale pastel toning on each side and a few 
small spots on the reverse. 

5072 NGC 1893 PR 66. A glittering two-toned gem, 
bathed in lovely blue and gold pastel hues. 
Definitely not one of the more available 
proof Liberty nickel dates in this lofty 
condition. 

5073 PCGS 1909 PR 66 . A superb example of this 
widely preserved and popular date. The 
surfaces are toned in attractive pastel 
shades of aqua and rose. There are a number 
of proofs of this date that have shallow 
mirrors, and some strongly struck business 
strikes also show a glimmer in the fields, 
thus making some coins' status somewhat 
questionable. This piece is definitely a 
proof, but a weakly mirrored one. We do not 
mention this to disparage the coin in any 
way (because it is an extraordinari1y 
attractive piece), but rather to let 
potential bidders know just in case one is 
looking for depth of fields first and 
technical perfection second. 

5074 NGC 1910 PR 64. Excellent depth of mirrors 
with light golden-brown toning on the 
obverse and purp1ish-rose on the reverse. 


BUFFALO NICKELS 

5075 PCGS 1913 Type One MS 65. Highly lustrous 
with superb blue, rose, and olive 
iridescent toning. 

5076 NGC 1913-D Type Two MS 64. A scarce date 
even in the lowest circulated grades. In 
mint condition very few have been certified 
by either grading service. NGC has only 
graded 36 pieces MS-64. This piece is well 
struck and lustrous with medium gray toning 
that shows considerable underlying reddish 
color. 

5077 ANACS 1916-S MS 65. Clean and highly 
lustrous, with coppery-gold toning 
deepening at the edges. The strike is a 
trifle soft on the highest points. A very 
scarce Buffalo at this grade level. 

5078 NGC 1918-D MS 62. Pleasing and original, 
but quite weak on the reverse. 

5079 PCGS 1925 MS 65. Thick mint frost with 
attractive multi-colored toning.

5086 PCGS 1935-S MS 66. A superb Buffalo nickel 
with bright golden and blue toning. One of 
only 14 pieces to have been so graded. 

5087 PCGS 1936 Type One PR 64. Light golden 
toning on each side, but this is primarily 
an untoned coin. 

5088 PCGS 1937 PR 66. This is easily one of the 
most attractive Buffalo nickel proofs we 
have seen recently. This issue is known for 
exceptionally deep proof mirrors, but often 
the mirrorlike finish extends to the 
devices also. This piece has a bit of light 
mint frost on the Indian and bison setting 
up a marked cameo effect. It is brilliant 
throughout and the surfaces show no 
apparent marks on either side, nor do there 
appear to be any carbon spots or flecks. A 
superb type coin.

Bright rose 
colored toning on each side.

EARLY HALF DIMES 


5091 PCGS 1795 EF 40. V-4, R.4. Medium blue-gray 
color in the fields with muted gray 
devices. The obverse is very well struck 
with signs of die clashing in the fields. 
The reverse is considerably weaker on the 
eagle and there are numerous Mint made 
adjustment marks in the center. The reverse 
is also rotated approximately 45 degrees. 

An affordable circulated example of this 
scarce, early type coin. 

5092 PCGS 1800 MS 64. V-la, R.3. In all, 24 mint 
state coins have been graded by PCGS. This 
is the seventh MS-64 to be graded. 
Apparently a number of high grade pieces 
were saved as mementoes of the first year 
of the new Scot Hearldic Eagle design. This 
piece is very well detailed in most areas, 
showing only localized striking weakness on 
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the upper clouds and stars on the reverse. 
The centers of each side are virtually 
untoned, giving way to a light golden-brown 
color at the edges. The luster is full and 
satiny and the surfaces are clean with the 
exception of die clashing on the obverse. 

5093 NGC 1832 MS 63. V-2b, R.l. Clean surfaces 
and generally well struck but lacking 
detail on the horizontal shield lines. 
Lightly toned with blue and rose patina. 


SEATED HALF DIMES 

5094 NGC 1853 No Arrows MS 64 . A much scarcer 
issue than its With Arrows counterpart, 
most of the 135,000 coins struck in 
February were melted as a result of the Act 
of 1853, and were probably restruck into 
With Arrows coins. Most of the known No 
Arrows half dimes of this date come from a 
small hoard allegedly discovered by Harold 
New!in. This piece is fully struck in all 
areas with very few abrasions, but showing 
evidence of minor die clashing as always 
seen on this issue. Medium gray colored 
patina overall with a deeper olive at the 
edge of the obverse, the reverse has a 
subtle, multi-colored iridescence. One of 
only 10 pieces graded by NGC, PCGS has only 
certified 12. 

5095 PCGS 1854 Arrows MS 63. A fully struck 
example of this scarce and popular 
three-year type coin. Pale golden toning on 
each side that deepens to russet at the 
edges. Evidence of die clashing can be seen 
in the fields on each side. One of only 40 
coins to have been so graded by PCGS. 

5096 NGC 1854 Arrows MS 63. Satiny and fairly 
sharp, with an overall pale violet tint. 

5097 PCGS 1855 Arrows MS 63. Fully lustrous and 
generally well struck with light toning. 

5098 NGC 1855 Arrows MS 63. Satiny with a streak 
of toning across the lower right portion of 
the obverse. Probably the most difficult of 
the three Philadelphia issues of this type. 

5099 PCGS 1855 Arrows MS 64. Sharply struck with 
bright, silvery mint frost. A superior 
example of this scarce three year type 
coin, and one of only 25 coins to have been 
so graded by PCGS. 

5100 PCGS 1856-0 AU 55. A much scarcer date 
among the later date Stars half dimes that 
is very difficult in grades approaching 
mint state. Sharply struck throughout 
except on several of the leaves on the 
right half of the wreath. Light, almost 
untoned in the center of the obverse. Both 
sides have a deeper golden-russet and blue 
tone at the edges. 

5101 PCGS 1858 MS 65. One of the more readily 
available dates among the later date Stars 
half dimes. Still, only 35 gems have been 


so graded. This piece has superb mint 
luster beneath the multi-colored iridescent 
toning. 

5102 NGC 1859 MS 61. Gray-olive toning. An 
affordable example of this often overlooked 
one year type coin. 

5103 PCGS 1862 MS 64. The obverse is toned in 
glorious shades of sea-green and rose, with 
a less flashy golden-gray toning prevailing 
on the reverse. 

5104 NGC 1872 MS 63. Sharply struck throughout 
except on the upper left portion of the 
wreath. Untoned in the centers with 
brown-olive patina around the edges. 

5105 NGC 1860 PR 64. Both sides of this 
glittering example are toned in flashy 
rose-violet and electric-blue iridescence. 
The first year of the Legend Obverse type 
and one of an even 1000 proofs struck. 

5106 PCGS 1871 PR 62. Medium gray-violet toning 
with blue accents around the devices. 

5107 NGC 1872 PR 64. Deep golden-violet and blue 
shadings are visible across both sides, 
hardly lessening the underlying proof 
brilliance. Proof mintage: 950 pieces. 


EARLY DIMES 

5108 PCGS 1827 MS 64. JR-4, R.2. Beautifully 
toned in original shades of blue, rose, and 
gray with superior underlying luster. 

Lacking full highpoint detail, but still 
qualifying as finest known for the variety. 
The Lovejoy coin (ex: Allen Sale, Stack's 
2/77) was cleaned, and had formerly been 
considered finest known. 

5109 PCGS 1831 MS 63. A steel-toned specimen, 
generally quite bold and displaying deeper 
rose-violet and slate-blue highlights about 
the central devices. One of 25 examples yet 
graded MS-63 by PCGS, the highest total 
among Small Size Bust dime issues. 

5110 ANACS 1833 MS 60. UR-1, R.3. Untoned in the 
centers with light golden-brown and blue 
color at the edges. Sharply struck as usual 
for the variety. This piece may be the 
fifth or sixth finest known for this 
variety, the finest being an MS-63 from the 
Durham Sale. 

5111 ANACS 1835 AU 50. JR-9, R.2. An original 
coin with deep iridescent toning. A great 
collector coin with no apparent problems 
and fairly graded. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5112 PCGS 1838 No Drapery MS 65. Large Stars. 

Fully struck with deep proof like fields and 
toned in incredible shades of blue, yellow, 
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and rose on each side. A stunning example 
of this scarce first year of type. 

5113 PCGS 1853-0 Arrows MS 64. A much underrated 
issue in mint state, the 1853-0 is perhaps 
ten times scarcer at this grade level than 
the equally priced 1854-0 and of course 
makes the 1853 look common by comparison. A 
total of only three examples have attained 
an MS rating from PCGS, including an MS-62, 
the presently offered MS-64 and an MS-65. 
Very scarce. 


5120 PCGS 1888 MS 63. Both sides are toned in 
variegated shades of sea-green and 
reddish-gold. A pleasing Legend Obverse 
dime. 

5121 PCGS 1891 MS 63. Lightly toned and lustrous. 

5122 NGC 1860 PR 64. Attractive two-toned 
surfaces, displaying only a streak of 
toning across the reverse. One of an even I 
1000 proofs struck. 


5114 NGC 1854 Arrows MS 62. Sharply struck, 
clean, and lightly toned, but just not 
quite lustrous enough to grade higher. 
Still, an affordable and presentable type 
coin. 


5123 PCGS 1886 PR 63. A minimally hairlined 
proof specimen, one of 886 pieces struck. 

5124 NGC 1888 PR 65. Deeply toned on both sides 
in mottled blue and gold shades. 


5115 PCGS 1857 MS 60. A bright, sharply defined 
example. One of the more available Stars 
Obverse dates, but still a relatively 
scarce coin. 

5116 PCGS 1857 MS 66. Stars dimes are of 
considerable rarity in gem and better 
condition. Usually their lack of a full 
strike (the reason for the design change in 
1860) is enough to preclude their being 
graded as high as this coin. This piece is 
fully struck with complete radials to the 
stars and full hair detail. Light color on 
the obverse with smooth, satiny luster. Not 
surprisingly, this is the only MS-66 to 
have been graded by PCGS of this date. In 
the entire Stars series there have only 
been nineteen coins graded the same as this 
piece. Of the utmost rarity and importance 
to the type collector. 

5117 PCGS 1860 MS 66. First year of issue for 
the new Legend Obverse design. One might 
suspect that as a first year of issue a 
number of pieces would have been saved as 
mementoes. Not so. This date is reasonably 
available in the lower grades of mint 
state, but only a handful of pieces exist 
in gem or better condition. This is one of 
only two pieces that have been graded MS-66 
of this date, and none are finer. Superb 
mint luster with an attractive layer of 
violet-gray toning and a thin band of blue 
around the edges. 

5118 PCGS 1869-S MS 62. Untoned and lustrous 
with a few scattered marks on either side. 
This issue is usually only found in lower 
grades and mint state coins are very 
scarce, as is the case for all early S-mint 
dimes. The 1869-S is only marginally less 
scarce, but there have only been five other 
coins graded MS-62 with a total of 18 
pieces in all conditions of mint state. 

5119 PCGS 1870 MS 63. Another scarce early 
Seated dime. This piece Is lustrous and 
light in color with a strong 

strike--showing none of the striking 
weakness usually seen on coins of this 
issue. One of only nine pieces to have been 
so graded by PCGS with a total of 16 in all 
grades of uncirculated. 


BARBER DIMES 


5125 PCGS 1907 MS 63. Clean surfaces with 
attractive speckled rose and olive toning. 

5126 PCGS 1908 AU 58; 1912-S AU 58; and a 1916-S 
Barber AU 58, the first and last pieces 
displaying speckled obverse toning. (Total: 
3 coins) 

5127 NGC 1908-0 MS 64. Very sharply struck with 
full satiny luster beneath the occasional 
golden-brown toning that allows the viewer 
periodic glimpses of original brilliance. 
Kept from the gem category by a few wel1 
hidden slide marks on the cheek. One of 
only 11 coins to have been so graded. 

5128 PCGS 1910-S MS 64. Clean surfaces and toned 
a medium gray over both sides, but the 
obverse has deeper iridescent color around 
the edge. Scarce date with only nine pieces 
having been so graded by PCGS.

Both sides have a lovely 
layer of lavender and gray patina that 
deepens at the edges to a golden-russet. A 
pristine first year coin and one of only 11 
pieces to have been so graded by PCGS. 

5230 PCGS 1916-S MS 63. A uniform rose-gray 
toning covers both sides. Satiny and 
virtually free of marks. 
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5231 PCGS 1918 MS 64. An exceptionally pleasing 
early Walker that would make an excellent 
type coin as it seems to have all the 
necessary attributes: fully struck, 
untoned, minimally abraded, and smooth 
satiny luster. This piece has obviously 
been well taken care of since the date of 
issue. One of the more commonly encountered 
of the early Walkers, yet only 50 coins 
have been graded as MS-64. 

5232 NGC 1918 MS 64. Fully struck with original 
gray toning over both sides that is 
accented by an occasional patch of olive 
and a few speckles of charcoal gray. 
Excellent underlying luster. 

5233 PCGS 1918-S MS 64. A scarce early Walker 
that, as an issue, is especially prone to 
striking problems. This piece has sharp 
hand and head detail, however the eagle's 
plumage is not completely brought up. 
Lustrous with a light olive patina and 
occasional, spotty russet-charcoal toning 
around the edges. 

5234 PCGS 1919-D MS 64. One of the scarcest 
coins in the series and certainly few would 
argue that the '19-D is the second scarcest 
issue to locate fully struck. Fully struck 
coins are almost non-existant and it 
becomes a matter for the specialist to 
locate a coin with as good detail as can be 
reasonably expected for the grade and 
price. This piece has strong hand and skirt 
detail, and the head lacks highpoint 
definition but it is not completely flat as 
often found. The center of the eagle's 
breast is weak, but the feathers seem to 
all be present, just in a diminished state. 
Satiny with a light overlay of gray-lilac 
patina. Only 25 coins have been graded as 
MS-64 by PCGS, only two are finer. 

5235 NGC 1923-S MS 64. Generally untoned with 
excellent luster and a few trivial marks in 
the fields. The strike is very strong for 
the issue with good detail on the head, 
hand, and skirt lines, but a trifle soft on 
the eagle. An attractive coin for this 
scarce, early issue and one of only 17 
pieces that NGC has graded. 

5236 NGC 1927-S MS 63. Mottled gunmeta1-gray 
toning. The strike is a trifle soft in the 
centers, as should be expected on this 
scarce issue. 

5237 PCGS 1928-S MS 64. Like the 1919-D above, 
the 1928-S is another elusive issue with a 
full strike. This piece is certainly above 
average with good head and skirt detail, 
but there really isn't anything in the hand 
area. Likewise, the feather detail on the 
reverse is soft. The fields appear to have 
been lightly striated, and although they 
aren't really proof like, the coin does have 
exceptionally bright mint luster. Minimally 
abraded for the grade, this is one of only 
34 coins to have been so graded by PCGS, 
only 11 are better.

1901 proofs offered here, with excellent 
eye appeal and surface quality. One of just 
eleven pieces graded PR-65 by PCGS, as of 
January, 1991.

5412 PCGS 1921 MS 63. Very sharply struck, 
missing only about 10% of the feather 
detail on the reverse. Bright mint frost 
with light, even, golden toning on both 
sides. 

5413 PCGS 1921 MS 63. Natural silvery-gray color 
with deeper specks of golden-brown 
overlaying both sides. 

5414 PCGS 1922 MS 63; 1923 MS 63; and a 1924 MS 

63. Fully struck, clean and either lightly 
toned or brilliant. (Total: 3 coins)

5415 ANACS 1922 MS 6 6/ A vibrant, satiny white 
Peace dollar, "virtually free of any marks 
whatsoever. As a type, these are at least a 
hundred times scarcer than their Morgan 
counterparts, yet are valued at only four 
to five times the price P^OO \ 

5416 PCGS 1922-D MS 64. Brilliant with fewer 
abrasions than usually seen on this scarcer 
issue. Fully struck as usual with only one 
obvious die crack (through the TY of 
LIBERTY). 

5417 PCGS 1922-S AU 58, untoned with an average 
strike; 1923-D MS 62, fully struck; and a 
1926-S AU 55, lightly toned and fully 
struck. (Total: 3 coins) 

5418 PCGS 1922-S MS 64. Not completely struck up 
with soft detail on the lower row of 
feathers of the eagle. Light original color 
with superb underlying luster. 

5419 PCGS 1923 MS 64. Fully struck and lustrous 
with a small luster break on the highpoint 
of the cheek. 

5420 PCGS 1923-S MS 63. Subdued gray luster as 
is often the case with this elusive issue. 
Clean for the grade with a better strike 
than usually seen, but of course, far from 
a ful1 strike. 

5421 PCGS 1924 MS 65. A near immaculate, satiny 


example that, in better times, should prove 
an excellent investment at today's levels. 

5422 PCGS 1924-S MS 62. Above average strike 
with strong obverse details. Light gray 
patina with subdued mint luster. 

5423 PCGS 1925 MS 65. A pristine gem with 
outstanding mint frost and light golden 
toning. Fully struck. 

5424 PCGS 1925 MS 66. Liberty's cheek is 
completely free of even the tiniest 
abrasions, and the coin overall has smooth 
frosty mint luster. Fully struck. 

5425 PCGS 1925-S MS 63. Minimally bagmarked for 
the issue with bright, frosty luster. Far 
above average strike with almost complete 
detailing on each side. 

5426 PCGS 1925-S MS 64. Softly struck in the 
centers as usual with no apparent abrasions 
save one: a large milling mark on the 
highpoint of the cheek. Satiny luster. 

5427 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Fully struck with mustard 
yellow color on both sides. 

5428 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Soft yellow-gold toning. 

5429 PCGS 1926-D MS 63. Fully struck with rich, 
satiny luster. Held back from a higher 
grade by the presence of a thin scratch 
parallel to the edge of the eagle's wing. 

5430 NGC 1926-D MS 66 Although 1926-D dollars 
are one of the most attractive issues in 
the entire series of Peace dollars, 
excessive abrasions can be a real problem 
when trying to locate a superb specimen 
such as this. On this coin neither the open 
area of Liberty's cheek nor the eagle on 
the reverse show any bagmarks that could 
possibly distract even the most critical 
viewer. Every detail is fully brought up on 
each side, and the brilliant surfaces 
display the rich satiny luster this issue 
is so well known for. There have only been 
eight coins graded MS-66 by NGC, and PCGS 
has graded only 16. 

5431 PCGS 1927 MS 62. Untoned and fully struck. 

5432 PCGS 1927 MS 64. Brilliant and fully 
struck. Second lowest mintage in the series 
with only 848,000 coins minted. 

5433 NGC 1927-D MS 62. The obverse took the 
brunt of the coin-to-coin activity, 
displaying scattered marks throughout. One 
of the toughest Peace dollars in low mint 
state grades. 

5434 PCGS 1927-S MS 64. Fully struck (and quite 
scarce as such) with bright, satiny luster. 
There are a few small contact marks mostly 
located in the fields. 

5435 PCGS 1928 AU 58. A clean example of this 
scarce, low mintage issue. 
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5436 NGC 1928 MS 63. Delicate blue and gold 
pastels coat either side. 

5437 PCGS 1928-S MS 62. Sharply struck with 
minimal abrasions for the issue. Light, 
mottled golden and lilac toning. 

5438 PCGS 1934 MS 63. Fully struck with smooth, 
satiny luster. Much cleaner than the 
usually seen MS-63 Peace dollar. 

5439 PCGS 1934-D MS 62. Golden-brown toning at 
the peripheries. 

5440 PCGS 1934-D MS 63. Fully struck and 
brilliant. The obverse shows only two 
obvious marks (neither of which are 
especially deep). A scarce, late date issue. 

5441 NGC 1934-D MS 63. Frosty and sharp, with 
hints of ice-blue coloration on the obverse 
and shading more to gold on the reverse. 

5442 Hallmark 1934-S MS 62. The King of the 
Peace Dollars. Lacking a bit of highpoint 
detail but minimally abraded. Light, even 
golden patina with strong underlying mint 
luster. An affordable example of this 
popular, key date issue. 

5443 PCGS 1935 MS 62. Sharply struck and untoned 
with a few light, scattered abrasions. A 
pleasing coin for the grade. 

5444 PCGS 1935-S MS 63. Four Rays. Strongly 
struck with bright satiny luster. 


COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 


Type One Charlotte dollar. 

5449 PCGS 1851-C AU 55. Fully struck with bright 
proof like fields. The surfaces show a few 1 
small abrasions but these are unfairly 
magnified by the reflectivity in the 
fields. A relatively common date Charlotte I 
dollar and an attractive coin. 

5450 PCGS 1852 MS 64 A highly appealing 
combination of satiny, original luster, 
razor sharp definition and a frosty 
portrait of Liberty. This near-gem example 
would dress up most any high grade gold 
type set. 

5451 PCGS 1852-C AU 58. Considerable mint luster 
remains on each side and the strike shows 
the usual softness seen on most coins from I 
this mint. Also as usual, there is a small j 
depression just left of the A in DOLLAR 
caused by some foreign matter adhering to 
the die. There are a number of small marks 
on each side, but the only noticeable ones 
being a pair of short scratches in the 
field just below the bust. There are 
several coins of this date in AU and mint 
state suggesting the existence of a small 
hoard. In AU the 1852-C is considered as a 
High R.6 coin with an estimated 15-16 
pieces thought to exist in that grade. 

5452 PCGS 1853 AU 55. Satiny with pleasing color 
and only a hint of wear. 

5453 PCGS 1857-S EF 45. Medium orange-gold color 
with a few small abrasions on each side 
that are entirely consistent with the 
grade. A scarce and seldom seen dollar even 
in Extra Fine condition. 


5445 PCGS 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 64. The 1905 
Lewis and Clark is by far the rarest of all 
U.S. commemorative gold coins. Only 10,000 
pieces were sold and very few have survived 
in mint condition. This piece is sharply 
struck with good hair detail and attractive 
medium orange-gold color that shows a few 
tiny flecks of red and olive when closely 
examined. Very rare in this condition. 

5446 ANACS 1916 McKinley MS 61. Light in color 
but too dull to grade any higher. 


ONE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5447 PCGS 1849-D AU 55. An atypically strong 
strike for the issue with good hair 
definition and sharp details in the center 
of the reverse. Medium yellow-gold color 
with bright fields, but not semi-proof 1ike 
as often seen. There are a few abrasions 
but nothing that really grabs the viewer's 
attention without a magnifier. 

5448 PCGS 1851-C EF 40. Light in color with a 
few abrasions on each side. The 1851-C is 
one of the more readily available Charlotte 
gold dollars. This piece will certainly 
prove to be a fine type coin representing a 


5454 PCGS 1858-S AU 55. Quite well struck for a 
branch mint gold dollar of this era with 
variegated yellow and orange color on both 
sides. There are a number of small contact 
marks on the reverse but the only mark of 
note is a small planchet flake out of the 
obverse just left of the stand of the D in 
UNITED. This piece is in the lower half of 
condition census, probably tied with 
several other coins at the same grade. 

5455 PCGS 1885 MS 62. An attractive coin for the 
grade with subtle coloration on each side. 
The fields have a mixture of both 

semi-proof 1ikeness and some cartwheel 
luster. Fully struck and minimally marked 
for the grade. 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLES 

5456 PCGS 1830 MS 62. As with all dates in the 
Small Size Capped Bust quarter eagle 
series, the 1830 is a very scarce coin. 
Some recent estimates have placed the 
number of survivors in all grades as high 
as 75-85 pieces. This may be only a bit 
optimistic. PCGS and NGC have graded a 
combined total of 23 pieces in all 
conditions of mint state. There have only 
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been six other MS-62 coins graded by PCGS. 
This piece is somewhat typical for the date 
with bright, proof like fields and a sharp 
strike overall, only showing a bit of 
weakness to the left of the shield. The 
surfaces are lightly abraded with no large 
or obvious marks on either side, and there 
is a light reddish-orange patina across 
both sides. 

5457 PCGS 1836 AU 55. Reasonably sharp, with 

splashes of orange-gold on either side. Two 
trivial cuts are seen before the bridge and 
tip of Liberty's nose. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

5458 PCGS 1842-C VF 20. One of the rarest and 
certainly most overlooked of the Charlotte 
quarter eagles, this issue is seldom found 
in any grade. A reasonable estimate of the 
number of survivors seems to be around 
50-55 pieces in all grades. This piece is 
typical for the issue with very weak 
details in the centers of both sides, and 
evidence of a poorly prepared planchet in 
the mint. The surfaces have a bright 
glossiness and there are a number of small 
abrasions on each side. 

5459 PCGS 1843-D EF 45. As one of the more 
"common" D-mint quarter eagles, the 1843-D 
has long been a favorite of type collectors 
outside the specialty of southern gold. 

This piece is reasonably well detailed for 
a branch mint coin of the period, and the 
surfaces are clean for the grade with 
significant portions of luster remaining. 

An obviously original coin with rather^ 
pronounced olive tinted color. IMK D 1 

5460 PCGS 1847-C VF 35^The '47-C is a "common" 
date among C-mint quarter eagles and often 
the logical choice for type purposes. This 
piece shows deep reddish-orange patina in 
the fields on both sides, and a few marks 
on the cheek of Liberty. 

5461 PCGS 1847-C EF 40. Sharply struck and 
original with a pronounced reddish patina. 
The surfaces show only two noticeable 
abrasions: there is a crescent shaped 
planchet flaw on the lower neck of Liberty, 
and there is gougein the right f _i e JLcLJoal ow 
the eagle's wing. 

5462 PCGS 1848-C EF 40. C ^ntr?her fairly "common" 
C-mint quarter eagle, at least in this 
grade. Well struck with only a bit of 
softness on the hair curls and eagle's leg 
below the shield. An original, untampered 
piece with darker russet colored 
encrustations around the devices. There is 
one blemish between stars five and six. 

5463 PCGS 1851-C/^f) 35. Although well used in 
the channels^of commerce, this piece still 
retains a fair amount of luster in the more 
protected areas. This is a later die state 
as evidenced by the damage done to the die

in the mint and seen on the obverse. There 
is a "line" extending from the point of the 
chin to the rim beneath star two, another 
"line" (actually a depression in the field) 
is seen from the juncture of the head and 
neck to the rim passing by star thirteen. A 
numismatical 1y interesting coin. 

5464 PCGS 1852-C (Vp25 . Another scarce Charlotte 
quarter eagre”. This piece shows the usual 
softness in the centers on the hair curls 
arid on^the eagle's feathers around the 
shield. Light yellow-gold color with a few 
field marks on each side. 

5465 PCGS 1858 -C ;/Ep 45. A scarce and underrated 
Charlotte qOSTrter eagle, even in EF 
condition. This piece is well struck for 
the issue with strong central and 
peripheral details, the only weakness being 
on the eagle's leg as usual. A clean coin 
with orange-gold color. 

5466 PCGS 1870-S Al//§/ A very scarce Coronet 
quarter eagle. Although this issue does 
exist in mint condition (so far PCGS has 
only graded two though), an AU piece such 
as this is a significant coin for the 
collector. While most 1870-S quarter eagles 
are weakly struck, this piece has a very 
sharp strike for the issue and retains 
almost all its mint state luster. 

5467 PCGS 1896 AU 5^). F.l<3§hiy. and bright, with 
only a wisp of''obverse friction. 

5468 PCGS 1898 MS 60. Noticeably abraded on 
Liberty's cheek, but possessing full, 
frosty mint luster. 

5469 PCGS 1900 AU 55. Faint hairline scratches 

across the obverse and about the eagle's 
head. ^ 

5470 PCGS 1907 Al( 7 58) Richly colored, satiny and 
only narrowly missing full mint state 
status. 

5471 PCGS 1907 MS 64 . A very pleasing and 
original type coin with a delicate overlay 
of reddish-coppery color. The strike is 
full and few marks are visible. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

5472 PCGS 1910 MS 63. Fully struck with 
attractive reddish tinted luster. 

5473 PCGS 1911-D MS 63. Sharply struck and 
extraordinarily clean for the grade. The 
Mint mark is sharp and well formed also, 
and the luster has an attractive 

reddish-orange hue. A pleasing example of 
this rare, low mintage, key date issue. 

5474 NGC 1912 MS 63. The obverse is particularly 
clean and attractive, with specks of 
coppery toning in the headdress, obverse 
stars and on the eagle's breast. 
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5475 PCGS 1926 MS 63. A select example, boldly 
struck and quite pleasing to the eye. 

5476 PCGS 1928 MS 61. Fully struck. 


with a number of small abrasions on each 
side, but nothing large or distracting. An 
attractive and original type coin. 


5477 ANACS 1929 MS 63. Quite frosty for the 
grade, with a small dark spot noticed 
before the Indian's brow. 


THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5478 PCGS 1878 MS 60. Typically abraded, but 
exhibiting full mint bloom. 

5479 PCGS 1878 MS 66. An exquisite three-dollar 
gold piece, glowing with shimmering mint 
brilliance and incredibly free of surface 
marks. The color is fully original, with a 
pinkish cast in the protected areas of the 
obverse and a green-gold coloration at the 
rims. While common by three-dollar 
standards in mint state, the quantity of 
superb 1878s drops off rapidly indeed. As 
of January 1991, only eleven pieces have 
graded as such at PCGS, with just a single 
example reported at a higher grade. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 


5480 PCGS 1819 50 Over 5D AU/f0/ The 1819 half 
eagle is considered by most to be the third 
rarest date in this exceptionally difficult 
series. It trails only the legendary 1822 
and 1815. The 1819 has certainly not 
received the publicity of the other two 
dates, nor does it approach them in value. 
However, only twelve or thirteen specimens 
are known for the year, with the survivors 
divided evenly between the two varieties: 
the perfect reverse and the blundered 
reverse. The blundered reverse apparently 
was a careless mistake on the part of the 
engraver. After cutting the numeral 5 he 
next cut a 0, as on a half dollar. After 
realizing what happened he overpunched the 
0 with a D. This same reverse die had been 
used in 1818. Formerly lot 902 in Akers' 
session of Auction 88 where the coin was 
described in part as, "...well 

struck ...with pleasing orange and greenish 
gold toning and proof like fields. The hair 
curls around Miss Liberty's face, the 
stars, and the eagle's feathers all show 
complete detail. Except for one mark above 
the eagle's wing, the surfaces of the coin 
are relatively clean. Since many known 1819 
half eagles grade only EF or so, this 
attractive specimen is distinctly above 
average quality for the date." This is an 
opportunity for the collector who is 
Interested in purchasing true rarity. 

5481 PCGS 1834 Plain 4 AU 55. Fully struck with 
considerable prooflike reflectivity 
remaining in the fields. A very sharp and 
flashy coin, and an excellent value. 

5482 PCGS 1836 AUj^Sol Deep golden-orange color 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

5483 PCGS 1840-C VF 30. A very scarce early 
Coronet five that is generally not found ini 
this or any other grade. An original coin ] 
that has seen much use in circulation, and 
yet appears to have never been cleaned or 1 
tampered with. The strike is weak as usual 
and there are a number of small abrasions J 
as would be expected of a coin of this 
grade, but the contact seems entirely 
consistent with the grade, and overall the 
coin presents well as an example of this 

issue. 

5484 PCGS 1843-D F-(T5) The '43-D is one of the 
more avai 1 able Dahlonega fives. This well 
worn piece is an affordable type coin that 
has no problems and whose surfaces are very 
clean for the,grade. Light reddish patina 
on each side .^00 

5485 PCGS 1844-0 EF 40. Evenly worn with no 
distracting marks on either side. A perfect 1 
coin for the grade. 

5486 PCGS 1845-D VE* 30. A very pleasing, evenly I 
worn example of this "common" Dahlonega 

half eagle. An original piece that has 
charcoal gray encrustations around the 
devices and whose fields are lightly 
patinated. 

5487 PCGS 1846-C VF 25. One of the scarcest 
dates among Charlotte half eagles, the 
1846-C had a small mintage limited to only ] 
12,995 coins and very few have survived 
today in any grade. One author estimates 
that in VF condition only 26-28 coins may 
exist. Evenly worn without evidence of 
undue striking weakness on the hair curls 

or on the eagle's legs as is often the case. 

5488 PCGS 1846-D VF 25. Rich green-gold color, 
with scattered field marks present on 
either side. An affordable Dahlonega half 
eagle, ideal for the collector needing one 
for type purposes.^ 

5489 PCGS 1846-D/D VF ( 35 . A colorful and 
pleasing example of this relatively common 
D-mint half eagle. Obviously original, the 
surfaces exude a pronounced reddish patina 
and the devices are outlined with a deep 
russet color. The repunched D on this date 
surely must be the most radically repunched 
mint marks in all of U.S. numismatics. 
Nothing else quite comes close. It is such 
an obvious blunder that one must wonder how 
such a thing was passed into circulation. 

Was there no quality control in the 
Dahlonega mint at all? Only slightly 
scarcer than the normal mint mark (and no 
extra value), the D/D will certainly give 
the type collector something extra for his 
money. 
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5490 PCGS 1847-d CeF j ! 5,\Quite a scarce D-mint 
half eagle in spite of the rather large 
mintage of 64,405 pieces--from which few 
were saved in EF or better condition. The 
neck of the eagle is weakly struck, but 
that is the only fault on this lovely coin. 
The fields and devices are virtually 
unmarked--perfect for the grade. The fields 
have taken on a fragile rose, olive, and 
yellow iridescence that is most attractive. 
This lovely, problem-free coin belongs in a 
set with similar coins, not on the coin 
market looking for a home. ^qO 

5491 PCGS 1848-C VF 30. A very scarce issue with 
a relatively large mintage of 64,472 
pieces. Apparently the demand for Carolina 
gold was strong during this period and most 
coins saw extensive circulation. Seldom is 
the 1848-C available better than the 
present coin with the number of specimens 
believed to exist even in EF dropping off 
dramatically. This piece is weakly struck 
in the centers as usual, and the surfaces 
are lightly, but extensively, abraded. 

Light yellow-gold color overall. A 

5492 PCGS 1852-D EF 40 ^ The 1852-D is one of the 
more available issues among Dahlonega half 
eagles. This piece is reasonably well 
struck with deep red patina around the 
devices on each side. There is one 
noticeable mark: a long scratch actually, 
on the lower portion of Liberty's cheek. 

5493 PCGS 1855-D &P 30. As a date the 1855-D is 
one of the scarcer of thei late (and 
somewhat common) D-mint fives. Showing 
evidence of having been weakly struck, this 
piece is poorly defined irn the centers on 
each side. But this deficiency is made up 
for by the extraordinari1y clean surfaces, 
and light, original color. 

5494 PCGS 1855-S EF 45. A scarce date that is 
probably about as difficult to locate as 
the Charlotte and Dahlonega issues of the 
same year. Generally not found any finer 
than this coin. 


clean with only small abrasions. However, 
on the obverse there is a long planchet 
lamination, apparently from separated 
metal, in the field from star two to the 
point of the chin. Twenty points of wear 
has dulled this rift in the metal, but it 
is still vaguely apparent that something is 
there. In this grade the 1860-C is a mid to 
low R.6 coin with an estimated number of 
survivors in the 24-25 range. 

5497 PCGS 1861 AU 50. A lustrous No Motto five, 
sharply struck with scattered, light 
abrasions. 

5498 PCGS 1869 EF 45. An exceptionally rare coin 
with an original mintage of only 1,785 
coins. In Akers' survey of auctions done 
some 12 years ago he could account for only 
41 appearances between 1944 and 1979. Extra 
Fine is about the highest grade one would 
normally encounter for this date as AU 
coins are quite rare. 

5499 PCGS 1878-CC Fine-12. The 1878-CC is the 
second rarest Carson City half eagle, 
second only to the 1870-CC. Although 
showing signs of extensive wear this piece 
presents the buyer with the opportunity to 
buy an affordable example of this rare date. 

5500 PCGS 1880-S MS 61. Fully original, with 
glittering luster and frosty devices. 

5501 PCGS 1885-S MS £3 . , Original mint bloom, 
with only a few scattered, unobtrusive 
marks. 

5502 PCGS 1886-S AU 58. Almost complete luster, 
but showing numerous parallel hair1ines 
probably from having been wiped once with a 
cloth. 

5503 PCGS 1886-S MS 61. Satiny and, at arm's 
length, apparently finer. 

5504 PCGS 1891 MS 60. Semi-proof 1ike, with a 
good deal of flash for the grade. One of 
just 10 mint state pieces currently graded 
by PCGS, three of those grading MS-60. 


5495 PCGS 1859-C/'Ep 45. All genuine '59-C half 
eagles show evidence of mint made problems. 
On the best of coins the highpoint detail 
on the reverse is lost, and on many pieces 
there is evidence of die rust. Such is the 
case with this coin, although the reverse 
is not flat, it just appears fuzzy and out 
of focus. Bright, glossy, reddish colored 
surfaces with an average number of 
abrasions per side. Certainly one of the 
finer specimens of this rare issue to have 
come onto the market in some time. 

5496 PCGS 1860-C^EF 40\ One of the rarest of the 
Charlotte half eagles, the 1860-C shares a 
problem with its predecessor issue, the 
1859-C, because it shared the same reverse 
die. The obverse of this coin is quite well 
struck with good detail throughout, even on 
the trailing hair curl. The reverse is 
expectedly weak. Both sides are relatively

5505 PCGS 1892-0 MS 60. A rare New Orleans half 
eagle with a paltry mintage of only 10,000 
pieces. Very scarce with only four pieces 
having been graded in mint state, all are 
MS-60s. According to Akers choice or gem 
coins may not exist. 

5506 PCGS 1893 AU f%8 Fully struck with a number 
of small abrasions, just a trace of 
friction on the highpoints. 

5507 PCGS 1898 MS 60. Sharply detailed and 
original. 

5508 PCGS 1899 MS 63. A bright, satin-like 
example with pleasing color and only 
minimal distractions. 

5509 PCGS 1903-S MS 63y Bright yellow-gold 
surfaces, struck with razor sharp 
definition and quite free of distracting 
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5510 ANACS 1904 MS 63. Smooth and satiny 
green-gold surfaces, with a tiny obverse 
edge bump at 4 o'clock. 

5511 PCGS 1906 MS 61? Lustrous and generally 
free of marks. 

5512 PCGS 1908 MS 64. Shimmering mint brilliance 
that is made even more pleasing by the lack 
of surface marks and gorgeous orange-gold 
coloration. 

5513 PCGS 1908 PR 64. A glittering, handsomely 
preserved example of this rare proof issue, 
one of just 85 pieces originally struck, 
over half of which are either lost or 
impaired today. Currently, PCGS has graded 
a mere five specimens as such, with an 
additional six PR-66s and a solitary PR-67 
in the Population Report.

5514 PCGS 1909-D MS 62. Fully struck and 

5515 ANACS 1909-D MS S3. Rich golden-orange 
color, with an ample strike and mint 
brilliance. 

5516 PCGS 1911 —D EF 40. A pleasing, evenly worn 
example of this low-mintage half eagle. 

5517 ANACS 1912 MS 63. Very frosty, with pale 
golden color and no appreciable marks. 

5518 PCGS 1914 MS 61. Lustrous and sharply 
struck with a few small field marks. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 


the only MS-63 PCGS has graded of this date 
and as such it is certainly the finest 
known. None are finer and there are no 
MS-61 or 62 coins, only a pair of 
marginally uncirculated MS-60 pieces. There 
is however, nothing marginal about this 
coin. The surfaces have thick mint frost 
that, if one were to cover the date, would f 
resemble the surfaces of a coin struck 
40-60 years later. There are a few light 
abrasions on each side, but nothing large 
enough to draw attention to. The strike is 
very sharp overall, showing only localized 
weakness on the hair curls of Liberty as 
seen on all examples of this date. This is 
an extraordinary opportunity to acquire the 
finest known coin of this date and one of J 
the finest known coins in the entire No 
Motto series. 

5521 PCGS 1856-S MS 60. Large Mintmark. Like the 
1847-0 above, this is a rare opportunity 
for the type or date collector of 19th 
century gold. As a date, the 1856-S is rare 
in any condition above EF. Even in AU it is 
very elusive. In uncirculated: THIS IS THE 
ONLY MINT STATE COIN GRADED BY EITHER MAJOR 
SERVICE. Additionally, It is also the only J 
San Francisco ten-dollar in the No Motto 
series that has been graded by either 
service. As such, there is considerable 
demand from several different sources for , 
this particular coin. The coin itself is 
very pleasing with fully struck features, 
and surfaces overall that are quite clean 
and appear finer than the stated grade. 
Undoubtedly the finest known example of 
this rare date. 

5522 PCGS 1860 EF 40. A rare, low mintage issue 
with an original mintage of 15,105 coins, 
most of which are unaccounted for today. 

The 1860 is an overlooked issue--only a 
handful of VF-AU coins exist today--and the 
majority of these reside in strong 
collector hands. 


5519 PCGS 1846 EF 45. A scarce and underrated 
Philadelphia No Motto ten that is virtually 
non-existent any finer than this present 
coin. Apparently no mint state coins are 
known and only a couple of AUs exist, 
placing this piece in the middle of the 
condition census for this date. 

5520 PCGS 1847-0 MS 63. No Motto eagles are 
certainly one of the most challenging of 
all series of U.S. gold coins. Collections 
have been attempted several times in EF-AU 
condition and have frustrated even the most 
patient of collectors even in those grades. 
In mint state these coins are extremely 
rare, and the pursuit of even a single 
piece has proved the undoing of many a 
collector of 19th century gold type coins 
as they are virtually non-existent in true 
mint state. In all grades of uncirculated 
and among all dates, PCGS has only 
certified 38 coins (only seven 
MS-63s)--practically none when compared to 
the number of collectors of 19th century 
U.S. gold coins. Not surprisingly this is 


5523 PCGS 1866-S No Motto VF 35. The 1866-S is 
one of the major rarities in the entire 
series of Coronet tens--one could go 
further and state it is one of the rarest 
issues among all the Coronet series. Only 
rarely is this coin seen any finer than VF, 
and only one coin is rumored to approach 
mint state. A very rare opportunity to 
acquire a legendary rarity among 19th 
century gold. 

5524 PCGS 1868 AU 50. A rare Philadelphia issue 
with a small mintage of only 10,655 coins. 
If we use the current PCGS Population data 
as a guide for condition census (admittedly 
a risky business) this is the finest known 
coin for the date. It may well be that one 
or two other AUs exist, but according to 
Akers no mint state coins are extant. So, 
we are safe in assuming that even if there 
is a finer AU somewhere, this piece will at 
least remain in the top half of the 
condition census. 

5525 PCGS 1868-S VF 35. Another extremely rare 
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Coronet ten. The collector might tend to 
shy away from a coin that is only graded 
VF-35, but this date does not exist any 
finer than EF-45. Of the greatest rarity 
and importance to the collector. 

5526 PCGS 1869 VF 30. A very rare issue with an 
extremely low original mintage of only 
1,855 pieces. PCGS has only graded four 
pieces higher with the finest being a pair 
of AU 50s. Seldom offered and of the utmost 
importance. 

5527 PCGS 1869 EF 40. Tied for second finest 
known of this rare date. Akers compares the 
1869 to the equally scarce issues of 1864, 
'65, and '67 and states it is marginally 
less rare than the 1863. 

5528 PCGS 1869-S VF 35. Very scarce issue with 
an original mintage of only 6,430 pieces. 
Only three pieces have been graded any 
finer with the finest being AU-50. VF is 
the most common grade for this issue. In 
Akers' survey of auctions he could account 
for only 18 appearances in VF over a 38 
year period. 

5529 PCGS 1871-S VF 25. Although the mintage is 
an unimpressive 16,500 pieces there are 
only a small number of coins available in 
all grades. This coin does not exist in 
mint state and the finest known piece may 
only be an Extra Fine. Akers only recorded 
16 appearances of this date in VF over a 37 
year period, representing a far smaller 
number of actual coins. 

5530 PCGS 1872-S EF 40. Another rare and 
undervalued S-mint Coronet eagle that is 
rare in any condition, and may well be 
unknown any better than AU (although 
nothing better than EF has been graded by 
PCGS). 

5531 PCGS 1876-S Fine 12. A rare and overlooked 
issue that may well not exist above Choice 
AU or a low grade Unc. Although well worn 
by many years of circulation this piece 
presents the collector with an opportunity 
to acquire this rare issue. 

5532 PCGS 1876-S EF 40. With a mintage of only 
5,000 pieces one would expect a rare coin, 
and that is exactly what this issue is. A 
definite condition rarity Akers did not 
record the appearance of any coins above EF 
in the major gold auctions he surveyed 
between 1941 and 1979. Well within the 
currently known condition census with few 
contenders on the horizon that might 
possibly grade higher. 

5533 PCGS 1877 EF 40. Extremely rare with an 
original mintage of only 817 pieces. The 
tiny mintage guarantees that this is one of 
the rarest dates in the series. In fact, 
Akers says this is the third rarest date, 
behind only the 1875 and 1873. Even though 
there are a few slightly nicer pieces known 
(perhaps even a mint state coin), this 
piece should remain in the condition 


census. A lovely, problem-free coin that 
would fit nicely into any advanced gold 
col 1ection. 

5534 PCGS 1884-CC EF 40. Original color with 
only a few obverse surface marks, none 
overly offensive for the grade. A scarce 
Carson City eagle, one of just 9,925 pieces 
struck. 

5535 PCGS 1891 MS 60. Satiny and original, but 
rather heavily marked on the obverse. A 
tougher date in mint state and one that is 
almost never seen in significantly higher 
grade. 

5536 PCGS 1904 AU 50. Sharply struck with good 
remaining luster. 


INDIAN EAGLES 

5537 PCGS 1910-S MS 63. An overlooked and 
underappreciated issue in this rare series, 
the 1910-S is very scarce in mint condition 
in spite of its rather considerable mintage 
of 811,000 pieces. This piece has soft 
satiny luster and a light reddish-gold 
color. There are few marks on either side, 
but several minor luster breaks are noted 
on the obverse. Lacking just a bit of 
highpoint detail, but this is not a serious 
drawback to this otherwise attractive 
example of this scarce issue. Only the 
second coin to have been graded by PCGS 
with four others finer. 

5538 PCGS 1912-S MS 61. An extremely flashy 
coin, downgraded by a single hairline 
scratch across Liberty's cheek and nose. 
Most 1912-S eagles grade EF-AU, so the 
appearance of a vibrant, undisputedly mint 
state example of this difficult S-mint 
issue should stir considerable interest 
among collectors of Indian tens. 

5539 PCGS 1913-S EF 40. A pleasing example of 
this low-mintage issue, with considerable 
underlying luster. 

5540 ANACS 1932 MS 63. Lightly abraded with 
strong luster. 

5541 PCGS 1932 MS 64. An exceptionally 
attractive ten Indian with deep orange-gold 
color that shows an occasional burst of 
pink within the recesses of the design. 
Clean and sharp overall. 


LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

5542 PCGS 1855-0 VF 35. The 1855-0 is a rare and 
all too often overlooked issue that has 
tended to be neglected because it stands 
between two legendary New Orleans issues, 
the 1854-0 and 1856-0. However, Akers 
believes the '55-0 is actually rarer than 
either of those two issues. Only 19 auction 
appearances were recorded by him in VF 
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between 1948 and 1980 for this rare date. 

5543 PCGS 1862-S AU 55. An extremely rare S-mint 
twenty that apparently was not saved in any 
appreciable numbers. There certainly is no 
correlation between the original mintage of 
854,173 coins and the estimated number of 
survivors. While Akers states that mint 
state coins are known, none have been 
graded by PCGS to date (1/90). 

5544 PCGS 18S3 EF 45. One of the scarcer dates 
in the 1860s among the Type One twenties 
and seldom seen any finer than this. Bright 
surfaces with considerable remaining luster 
for an EF coin. 

5545 PCGS 1865 EF 40. A scarcer date with light 
reddish color. 

5546 PCGS 1866-S No Motto VF 25. Like its 
ten-dollar counterpart the '66-S No Motto 
is a very scarce and seldom seen issue. As 
with many other rare gold coins in this 
sale, mint state coins are not available of 
this issue. So, the collector must try to 
find as pleasing a coin in whatever grade 
is available. The '66-S is invariably found 
in low grades (when found). Akers rated it 
second among S-mint issues, next only to 
the 1861-S Paquet, and tied with the 
1870-CC and 1871-CC as having the lowest 
average grade in the entire Coronet series. 

5547 PCGS 1868-S AU 55. Generally only available 
in VF or EF condition, the 1868-S is quite 
scarce in AU condition (13 pieces have been 
graded) and no mint state coins have been 
certified by PCGS. 

5548 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 61. A common date for 
the type with thick, frosty mint luster. 
There are a number of smal1 bagmarks on the 
obverse but the reverse grades at least two 
points higher. 

5549 PCGS 1873-S AU 55. Almost complete orange 
and pink variegated luster. An affordable 
grade for a Type Two twenty. 

5550 PCGS 1874 AU 55. Although not technically 
rare, the 1874 is a seldomly seen date 
among Type Two twenties. Sharp details 
overall with attractive orange tinted 

1uster. 

5551 PCGS 1875-CC EF 45. A popular issue because 
of its dual status as both a Type Two and 
an affordable date among CC twenties. Good 
details with smooth surfaces that are 
unusually clean and lustrous for the grade. 

5552 PCGS 1878 MS 61. A scarcer issue among the 
later Type Three twenties. Only seven MS-61 
pieces have been graded by PCGS with only 
five finer (the best two being MS-63). 

5553 PCGS 1878-CC VF 30. Not only is the 1878-CC 
a rare Carson City issue, but it is also 
one of the scarcest dates in the entire 
series of Coronet double eagles. An 
original coin with gray colored highlights 


on the devices. Evenly worn with no large 
or distracting marks. 

5554 NGC 1890-CC VF 30. Evenly worn with no 
large or distracting marks on either side. 

5555 PCGS 1890-CC AU 55. One of the more common ( 
CC twenties, and an affordable example from 
this scarce and popular mint. 

5556 PCGS 1893-CC AU 50. Final issue from this 
rare western mint. Lightly circulated and 
an affordable example of this popular date. 

5557 NGC 1897-S MS 62. Fully struck except on a 
few of the obverse stars. Bright 
golden-orange luster. 

5558 ANACS 1907 PR 55. A lightly handled proof 
that still retains most of the original 
proof flash in the fields. Of the 78 proofs 
minted, it is estimated that only 40-50 may 
still exist. This is certainly not one of 
the finest, but it is certainly one of the 
most affordable of those surviving coins. 


SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

5559 PCGS 1907 High Relief MS 60. Flat Rim. 
Although we are calling this a Flat Rim 
coin there are occasional traces of a wire 
rim on each side as is the case with most 
High Reliefs. This is a lovely coin for the 
grade, that to many will appear much finer 
than MS-60. The strike is exceptionally 
crisp in all areas and there are very few 
contact marks on either side. But the 
luster is subdued somewhat, and the coin 
lacks a certain zip one usually sees on 
this beautifully designed issue. Still, a 
presentable example that will certainly 
please some budget minded collector. 

5560 NGC 1907 High Relief MS 63. Flat Rim. 

Bright green-gold surfaces, satiny in 
texture with no marks of serious nature on 
either side. There is a curious polished 
area within the sun's rays to the right of 
Liberty. As always with this beautiful 
issue, an impressive coin which is sure to 
be one of the most often-viewed lots.

One of only 17 coins to have been so graded 
by PCGS. 

NGC 1926-S MS 64. Rich, satiny luster that 
has a subtle olive tint as is sometimes 
seen on this issue. Clean fields with 
sharply struck devices. A very scarce coin 
in MS-64, rated by Akers as a High R. 6. 

NGC has only graded ten pieces in this 
condition, PCGS only seven.

TERRITORIAL GOLD 

PCGS (1837-42) C.Bechtler Five Dollar EF 

45. 134 Grains, Star in Center. K-20, R.4. 

An early striking of this scarce issue that 
shows no trace of the die break at IN in 
CAROLINA. Also missing are the often seen 
adjustment marks. Well centered with strong 
design details and traces of mint luster 
around some of the lettering. There are a 
few minor surface marks, but these are 
certainly consistent with the grade. One of 
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the scarcer and seldom seen varieties of 
Bechtler coinage. 

5630 PCGS 1849 Oregon Five Dollar Fine 15. The 

so-called "Beaver Money" of Oregon was 
struck from native, unalloyed gold (as 
stated on the reverse), and as a result the 
coins varied in purity and color. However, 
to insure their acceptance as currency the 
coins were allowed to have an intrinsic 
value that was greater than their face 
value. This, of course, meant that the 
pieces could be melted at a profit. They 
were indeed melted extensively, thus 
explaining their current rarity. This piece 
has a light color and its surfaces show 
numerous small abrasions—resulting from 
contact with harder, alloyed coins--and the 
central motif of the beaver is fully 
visible with some hair detail showing on 
the underside. One of the rarer Territorial 
issues and a fine piece for the grade. 

5631 PCGS 1849 Moffat & Co. Five Dollar VF30. 

K-4, R. 5. Weakly struck on the hair curls 
as usual for this issue, but overall a 
clean coin with almost no abrasions 
apparent. The only noticeable contact mark 
is a minor one on the lower jawline of 
Liberty. Moffat was one of the most 
respectable names among the various 
Territorial coiners. A large number of 
their $5 and $10 coins were melted and 
tested in 1850-51, and they showed an 
average fineness of .897, very close to the 
standard .900 set by the U.S. government 
for its coins. 

5632 PCGS 1853 Assay Twenty Dollar 900 Fine AU 

55. K-18, R.2. A superb Assay twenty that 
is sharply struck in the centers with good 
detail on the arrows and eagle's claws. The 
surfaces are virtually unmarked with 
smooth, glowing, satiny luster that has 
taken on a light reddish hue. A beautiful 
example of this popular Territorial issue. 
The Assay Office, as an unofficial mint, 
struck some two and a half million gold 
pieces in 1853 under the supervision of 
Curtis, Perry & Ward. 

5633 PCGS 1854 Kellogg & Co. Twenty Dollar VF 

30. K-2, R.4. Long Arrows. Showing signs of 
moderate, but even, wear on both sides. The 
surfaces are lightly abraded but show no 
large or distracting marks. Medium 
orange-gold color with deeper russet 
patination around and within the devices. 

5634 PCGS 1854 Kellogg & Co. Twenty Dollar EF 

45. K-2, R.4. Long Arrows. Very well struck 
with sharp detail on both the hair curls of 
Liberty and the eagle.

AU 50. K-2, R.4. This is an unusual and 
highly attractive coin. Although struck in 
gold of course, this piece is toned as if 
it were struck in copper. Both sides 
display a deep crimson and blue patina, 
darker on the obverse and lighter on the 
reverse with a patch of bright gold showing 
on the lower right. The only explanation we 
have for the depth of color seen on this 
coin is that the copper used to alloy the 
gold must have been close to the top of 
each side, thus allowing the piece to 
patinate in such a manner. Otherwise, the 
coin shows few abrasions and is generally 
well struck, especially around the edges, 
with slight central weakness on each side. 

5637 PCGS 1861 Clark, Gruber & Co. Five Dollar 

VF 30. K-6, R.4. Second and final year of 
operation for this highly respected and 
successful private minting operation. More 
alloy was added to the coins in 1861 after 
it was noted that the previous year's 
product was being heavily abraded in the 
channels of commerce. This piece shows 
substantial, even wear on the design 
elements, yet there are no distracting 
marks on either side. The surfaces are 
heavily toned with a deep rust colored 
patina, mostly concentrated around the 
devices. An affordable and problem-free 
example of this scarce Territorial issue. 

5638 PCGS 1860 Clark, Gruber & Co. Ten Dollar EF 

45. K-4, High R.6. An assay of Clark, 

Gruber coins done in October, 1860 showed 
them to be of .8285 fineness and to weigh 
23 grains more than U.S. gold coins. The 
high standards of quality set by this 
company made their coins the accepted 
currency of the region at the time. This 
ten-dollar design features the likeness of 
Pike's Peak on the obverse. But what we see 
is not really Zebulon Pike's namesake at 
all. Apparently the dies for this coin were 
cut in Philadelphia by Bailey & Co., 
jewelers of that city. It actually more 
closely resembles a volcano than the 
mountain Bailey & Co. had never seen. This 
piece is deeply toned with significant 
portions of deep red and blue around the 
devices on each side. A clean coin with no 
obvious or distracting marks or rim bumps. 

5639 PCGS 1861 Clark, Gruber & Co. Ten Dollar VF 

20. K-7, R.4. This issue always shows 
significant areas of striking weakness on 
both sides. As a result, grading such coins 
can be quite difficult. This piece should 
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be closely examined by potential bidders as 
we feel the coin may have been undergraded. 
On each side there are traces of mint 
luster remaining around the devices--a 
highly improbable situation on a VF-20 
coin. The fields are generally clean with a 
few, small, widely scattered marks, but 
none of any severity or seriousness. Light 
in color for the most part with only a 
trace of the usual reddish color.
